Bttti 
iiiyshe^ I cannot lie in B^d ^s thofedo, that love to 
indulge thex^ielves ; and for that Reafon, .moft People 
think nothing ails me, but tliot I only iEancy my kit 
to be bad. I made Anfwer, that thofe Perfons wer^, 
much miilaken^ that he was indeed Very ill, tho': td 
the beft of my Judgment^ I could not fay be was in 
Danger. I tokl him that I woujd vifit him early next

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gencc to his own Perfon^ made him feed plentifully, 
tho^ he haid no ExetoTe or Imployihcnt to digeft it. 
This had laid the Foundation of his Diftempfer ; by 
which Means, he became affg unfit fot any of the 
Offices of Life ; for as he had, in a manner, fequefter'd 
himfelffrom the Society of Mankind, fo nothing was 
more burdenfom to him than Company; / neither was 
this to be wondered at, for he was growif the Jeft 
and Diverfion of all his Acquaintance. And as' the 
Mind foofl'tftliles Part in all fuch Indifpoifition^i this 
folitary Perfoii's imaginations became exceedingly vi* 
tiated, and his whcrfe Thoughts were centpr'd upon 
his own Condition, which he now believes to be the 
moft unhappy of any Man' alive. The nobler Paf- 
fions are quite txtinguifiied^ and funk, in the Exceffes 
of Fear, Sorrow, and Anguifli of Heart, .which ore- 
fent fucK dreadful Images before him, as caft a 
Gloom upon the whole Face of Nature, that no- 
thing can reliih with him : And albeit this Difpofition 
of Mind makes him fliiiri Company,' yet the Apprc- 
henfion of Death, or fome fudden Difafter, works fa 
powerfully upon bim, that be can nevcr^^e alone, 
but muft always have fome near Relation or old Ac- 
quaintance with him, who is not a Stranger to his 
Condition, tho* even that Ferfon, notwithfknding all 
his good Offices, muft* be a Slave to his Humours. 
His way of thinking is become difictent from that of 
all other Men, yet he judges himfelf fo abfolutely 
right in all his Apprehcnfions^^ that 'if his Friend 
contradids him in any Thing, ^'hc believes it either 
in Derifion jo( him, or out of Ignorance. - ' 

Thus much I learned of his Friend, who was alfo 
his near Relation, and had indeed judged accurately

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Rclapfe j but a Man in hisCircumflances could never 
be happy,. • hac{ cv'ry Thing he proposed t;o himfelf 
anfwered to his Wiflies ; for as all his Labour tend- 
ed only to a further Gratificatiaii of his indolent Hu- 
mor, he muft by degrees have faKn back into his ac- 
cuftomed Diforders, only that a more plentiful For- 
tune might, in Time, have increased his Maladies, 
inftcad of lefTening them. Neither is this altogethet 
improbable, from w^hat his Friend further told me, 
concerning fome Refplutions he had taken. He 
bought a piece of Ground, on which if his Affairs 
had fucceeded, he defign'd to have built a'Houfc, or 
rather a Caftle, for the Walls were to tave been four 
Foot thick, and under the Linipg, they were to be 
laid over with Pitch and Bitumen, the Windows 
were all to be double glaz'd, and the inper Doors to 
draw up and down like Safbes. He faid this \vas the 
ancient Way of Building , and Men liy^d then to ^ 
much greater Age, and more healthfiil tbaH; now,^ 
that the unwholfome Damps come through our thio.

After hearing thofe things, I very reafonably dc- 
ipairM of doing Service to a Man who had given him-^ 
felf up wholly to his owd deluded Imaginations.

After thi^, 1 ask*d hi in how 
fie had r?ftcd all Night; he tgld me very badly, 
but that the Apothecary had miftaken his Diftem- 
per, and that it \sras very ftrange no Body could find 
put what the Matter was with him ,• whereupon he 
went again into hisClofet, and brought the Water 
wjiich he had made in the Night. ' See you. Sir, fays 
he, with abundance of Terror in his Looks, whether 
I be a Wan for this World or not; Sir, yoii are a 
Phyfif ian, I know you are not afraid to dip your F'p- 
ger into it, and tafie it, you will find it as fvveet as; 
^ny Well-Water. I was ibmewhat furpnVd at this 
odd Notion, and how it had come into his Head, 
for th^re wa^ nothing in the Water but what was 
common to hypochondriacal Perfons, who, v^hcn 
their pifprdcrs are muth upon 'em, make large quanr 
titles of Water, which is alfo very clear. But ^ 
Gentlenaan* had fent his Servant that Morning, to en- 
quiry ho\v he did, who came in about the Time he 
was taking a Survey of his ^afons, and feeing a great 
Quantity pf clear Watf r, took it to be the fame Dif^ 
teipper, the laft Mafter he had ferv'd, dyM of, which. 
he jtbld him was a Diabetes^ and that the Dpdors 
tisM to t^afte it every Time they came to lee him, 
and always faid he would die, becaufe there vi^as nq 
$alt in it. I us'd all the Arguments I could, to beat 
this Whim, out of his Head, but to no purpofe, it 
being but new; I ordered what was proper for him, 
and left him for two or three Days ,• but I found he 
^ou}d not be perfwaded to make life of my Prcfcrip- 
^ions, but was now abput to call another Phyfician^j 
only that the Apothecary prevented him, by fending ^ 
him fbrne^Things he faid were proper in a Diabetes.

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{enc Defluiuoii^ and be fpit lilce oiie in a .Salmtzon. . 
^ow, fays he, I hope there needs biC no further 
poubt concerning my piftcmper. You fee. Sir, how 
faft I am going ;. he had kept two or three Pieces of 
hard difcolourM Flegin in a Gallipot^ which he took to 
be Tome of his Lungs ; But whca we came to examine 
them, they were qifToIv'd : Whereupon I told hixn^ 
there was nothing here but FJegm i .aj^d that I hoped 
his Lungs were not fo bad as- he imagined* . But all 
this would not fatisfy bim ; for he fancied the Cat, or 
rpme Dog, had been in the Room, and i^.taken Vat 
out. I order'd that Night a Drajiight^ and bid him 
be of good Cheer, telling him, that he was not in fix 
imminent Danger as he apprehended. At this he w» 
a little reviv'd, and ask a me, if any Man could live 
iifter part of his Lungs were come up ? O ! yes^ fayi 
I, never fear. I had order'd the Draught to be re-, 
peat'ed the Night following; lb that I did not fee 
him for two Days more. 

; When I came the fourth Time, all things were 
mucli changed, and^hofe Symptoms. gone orfi He 
was alfo very much metamorphosed in his Apparel ^ 
for, inftead of the Bed-Quilt, which he us'd to wear 
about his Shoulders, he was now covtr^d with a Bear'$ 
Skin. His Friend was along with hjum, and feeing me 
look earneftly upon him, as I did atArft, he could not 
again refrain from Laughter ; and aHdreifing himielf 
io me, H[ad my Coufin, fays he^. been cloath'd in «a. 
Lion's Skin, as he is now in that pf a Be^, you wou^ 
uiKloubtedly have taken hioi, for ^. focond -fifer^«i!?i;. 
But this was the Caufe of frefli Heat in my Patient^ 
who told his Friend, with a great deal of Paflion, that 
tbo* he w:as forcM to wear a Bear's Skin out of f^ecef- 
fity, yet it would become him much better, fince he.

Be hopM he was fri a fair way to do Well. Whtvciip-: 
oh 1 pirtedy with a Congratulation for the promifin^

i^ Ai foon as t ^^s gone, the Gentleman's Friend fol- 
iow'd me.tt) a Coffee-Houfe I ufually frequent;; and 
gaye nie an A<:<iouht of a new Prepoffeffion had piea^M 
hts-Coufih wbriHerfull'y ; but that he was afliam'd to 
m^fitibn it to me,^' becaufe he ^ad been fo often miP 
fakep.^ It fiemsi while the Spitting cotitintt*d^ the 
IP'hppghts of his- Lungs coming up had frightened 
Biffi to -fuch a Degree, that notwlthftanding he wa^ 
|rawn a great deal better by the. Things I had' or-! , 
de^;'d him, yet* he fent for a Scrivener to make'hi^ 
Wfll. "When the Scrivener came, "they were *unde^' 
fome Difficulty how to di%ofe of his Subftance atadhg 
15is Priends ,- it being 'impoffible' to know/ whit*' he 
was worth ; for "all he had was in the Smth-Sea ; but 
he fell upon a 'Contrivance of his own, and told the 
Scrivener, he- would have it madeinto fo many Di- 
vidends (for thefe are Words he had been much uS*d / 
to of.iate) •hc'wofuld give a third Part to one, a. 
{btiirch to another, C^r But the Scrivener, who was 
not iccuftom'd to^^iiy tfiing out of ;he common Form,; 
tjpfd him, all his Goods arid Chattels,, and every par'^ 
wcularSuni, ou^ht to be fpecify'd^ otherwijfe it wou'(^ 
oifitly^oc^afion Li\i^-Suft5among'his I^dations, after he 
wlS'dead. At that Word he ftarte'd, and began to 
Took pale ,• for he cpiild never heat of Death withput 
f cry gfeat Dlforders. A Neighbour, who was cali'4 
up^ to atteft the Will, and who, 'till now, could fcarce- 
ly believe him to be in good earheft, ask*d him, what 
his Sicknefs was ? He made AnA.ver, that he firft had 
a Fever, and then a Diabetesy and was now fallen into' 
a dcVp ConfH?n^tim I and that he was, notwlthftanding 
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all thofe Affl I ft ipns, tormented with an infupportablc 
Pain in bis Bowels^ Upon this, his Neighbour tqld 
him, he knew.a Man who wajs jufl in the Tame Con^^ 
'ditioh Tor a great while tiogetheir, and had b^en. in 
the Hands or a great many I)oftQrs, but none, ot 
them.cbald dci him any Good, '^cfil at iail^iemec 
With'bne who mad^e hjm wear aTyger's Skin/wt^ 
the. hkiry fide ontmoft, and in a 'few Days he voi- 
ded >/Worrn Thirty fix TaWs atid ao Incl^.long, 
and'^ha^ been |a!s XXrell fince as any Min 4^^^- 7"^^. 
St6rf%o^Vd ' (q /powerfully • upbd ..hi? Imaginatipii;,^ 
that Ki;; foon baiivM he had got [ jTuch a . Wariq. 
withih' him, pd ei^ery Time hisr puts growrdj^hp' 
fancy'cf he felt it move.. JHc fent all over, the Xawa 
for a Tyger'is Sldrf,/but,at that Time the^^e was nonc^ 
to be had; but' a "Furrier, who came tpltnow what it 
was for, and interpreting all this to BeJaothing but z\ 
jpiece of Lunacy, and that the VV^orni'V^ rather. hv 
iiis Head than his Beify, perfwad^d.hitj; that '^ fleajr*$^ 
Skin would do as well,* and that he h^dfoldTeycr^i 
for the fame Purpofe. h, ' 71 .' r^nh 

This his Friend told me was ,thc. ^tjue ^al^axrj 
his MO^earing the Bears Skin, and ivhy.hc was'nO\irj 
become fo Ihy and indificrent about my further vi|it-] 
iftg him, having from thence conceiv'd unqueftxQc^a-! 
ble Hopes of his doing well. And moreover, that' 
he wasr in fo conftant an Expefiatiori. of his Delive- 
rance, that he had provided a new Clofe-ftool, with; 
a PAn big enough to receive the Worm ; and that, all' 
the Family was caird together as often as he went' 
to it, that they might be Witncfles thereof. 
' In this Condition I left him ,• but I luve been fincc ' 
informM, that the Cure has not fucceeded to his Li-\ 
king, tho' he is ftill fo much taken with the jpancy, 
that he has now apply'd himfelf to Mr. Jchn Moor.' 
Apothecary in Akhurch-laney in order %o hav^ feme * 
Dofes of his Worm Powder. "^ / . . , .' 
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Mrs. Penelope IVhitevjaJhy a Maiden Lady, aged 38^, 
was miferably afRided with the Vapours: Another 
Phyfician had been employed before I was eaird to 
her I but (he told me he had prefcrib'd nothing but a 
Bottle of DropSt to drink w;ich her Tea^^ aod that flie 
belieir'd he did not imagine how bad flie was, for h? 
came but feldom , ^nd then' made very light of her 
Indilpofition. Upon this I defired to know where 
moft of her Tf oublfe lay. Indeed, Sir, fays (he, there 
are many Things trouble me, but that which Ues 
heavieft upon me at prefent, is a continual Faintnefs ; 
and the Apothecary tells me I have got a Fever up- 
on my Spirits. I went to draw my Chair near e-? 
nough to take hold of her Wrift, in order to feel 
her Pulfe. But this had like to have caus'd a very 
great Diflurbailcc, for the Chair pinch*d the Foot 
of a little Dog, who had been fome time fcrambling 
about my Legs, but was now lain down under it to 
fcft him. This put the Lady into a great Fright, 
and made hef callout fo Idud, that her Spirits indeed 
fiifiered very much by it j but when fbe found the 
Dog was not hurt, fhe foon recovered, and told him 
he was very nanghty to be always in Peoples Way,* 
and bid him i^ot go near the Gentleman's Chair anjr 
more : Then fhe addrefs'd her felf to me, and told me,' 
the ovAy thing that made her have a Concern for that 
Dog ^^as, becaufe he came of a Bitch which had been 
her Mather's ; with that (he fetch'd a deep Sigh,, and \ 
began to be fomewhat diforder'd, and ask'd a Gentle^ 
woman; who was by, for her Bottle, that fhe might, 
fracll to it. I bid the Lady be of good" Courage, tel-' 
ling her, that I hop'd there was no Danger,- and that 
I would order fome Things would foon relieve her ; 
and accordingly I prefcrib a her fome Pills, with a Ce- 
phalick Mixture, and then left her. When 1 was got 
down Stairs into the Entry, an elderly Gentlcwo-. 
man met me, ( who I underftood to be the Landla- ^ 
dy ) and ask<i what I thought of Madam^ I told 
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hei^ ihe would, in aU probability^ do well againr 
' Indeed, Sir^ fays the Gentlewoman, (he frighten d us 
all laft Night ; for flic happened to fee a ^rowd on 
the Candle, and I cannot tell what may be in it, but 
ihe believes eter fince, that (he is a dying ; for Ihe fays, 
her Mother faw juft fuch another bat a little before 
her Death. I told her, there was nothing in that. It may 
be fo, reply'd the old Gentlewoman, and I believe it 
is only a Cold flie has got lately, when they were ma- 
king all this ftir about the Stock-jf otters ; for then flie 
us'd to drefs every. Day, and go into the City ; ami 
I perceive ihe has never been to call well fince. Ve- 

S probable, faid I, and with that I went out of 
oors. 

Next Morning, I made the Lady another Viiir. 
When I firft entered the Room, the Lady told me, 
flic was afliam'd i for (he was fo bad that ihe could 
not put on clean Things, but was forced to be in that 
dirty pickle. Pray, Madam^ faid I, make no Apo- 
logy ; for we never expcft to find fick Perfons drefs'd^ 
She had got the Landlady's Daughter to keep her com- 
pany, and an ordinary Woman, with a Pot of Coftee 
before 'em ; which gave m^ an Opportunity to ob- 
ferve, that Cofiee was generally looked upon to be 
bad for Perfons in her Circumftances. fiut the Lady 
made Anfwer, that flie had not been drinking any of 
it hetfelf, but had only provided it for Mrs. Betty ankl 
that good Woman^ who was fo kind as to come nW 
and then to divert hen I told her, nothing would do 
her more Service than chearful Company. Upon tbts» 
ihe ask'd me, if I lik'd Coffee ? And whether I would 
be pleas'd to accept of a Diih ? I very feldora com-- 
ply with my Patients in things of this kind; but be-" 
mg a cold raw Day, I drank one Difli, which the La-^ 
dy pourM out for me ,* and as foon as I had empty'd 
my Cut>, and that they found I was unwilling to have 
it fill'd again, I obfervM the Landlady's Daughter 
take it pp,^ and turn it round four or five feveral times, 
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looking earneftly into it all the while : But the good 
Wdnian frowna, and knit her Brows at her, and 
wink'd to my Patient, while the other was fo intent in 
her Obfervations, that fhe took no Notice, 'till at 
laft ftie was puU'd by her Petticoat ; whereupon Ihe 
fet down the Cup, and I perceivM flie was at fome 
Pains to fmother a Laugh. By this time I had fatis- 
fyM. the Lady in all the Queftions (he had put to me 
concerning her Indifpofition ,• and it being full time 
for me to be gone, I left her. When I wais got to tKe 
.other fide of the Door, the young Woman fell a laugh- 
ing aloud, and I over-heard her call to the Lady and 
the other Woman, to come and fee what a large Pair 
of Horns tthere was in the Dcdor's Cup. But as 
I am never offended at young's People's Mirth, I 
took ho Notice, but went down Stairs into the Entry, 
where the Landlady waj again come to meet me. She 
ask'd how I lik'd Madam to day ? I told her, (he feem'd 
to be a little more chearful; but that I was afraid fhe 
did herfelf Harm by drinking too much Coffee, tho 
flje was not willing to own it. But the Landlady con- 
firmed what the Lady had faid, and told me, that Ma- 
dam feldom drinks any herfelf,- but this Morning, fhe 
had a Pot made for that Woman, whom fhe gave me 
to underfland was a Fortune-Teller, and one who knew 
every thing by looking ioto the Coffce-Grounds. That, 
I faid, was indeed a way of Divining I had never heard 
of before. Then I ask'd what fhe had told the Lady ? 
Nay, 'anfwcr'd the old Woman, I cannot fay to you 
what may be in it ; but fhe tells Madam, fhe always 
fees a Coach and Six in ,her Cup ,- and that fhe is fure 
the South-Sea will rife to 1500 by Candlemas next ; and 
^ in a little time after, fhe will be married to a warm 

I elderly Gentleman ; and we believe it mufl be her Cou- 

' fin, who comes very often in the Afternoon to play at 

Cards with her ; for he is jufl fuch a Gentleman as 
\ fhe defcribes. She tells my Girl too , that fhe is tQ 

be married to a fine proper young Man Jn a little 
h^. - time. 
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time, who will make her a very good Husband ; 
that (he will have feveral fine Qiildren, and want for 
nothing that any Woman can defire ; and abun^- 
dance of fuch Things, which, you know, pleafes 
young People. Very true, faid I, and fo bid her a- 
dieu. \ 

This was the laft Vifit I made Mrs. White-wa/h; 
for I found (he had received no fmall Benefit from the 
Fortune-teller's favourable Delufions, which, altho' 
they were pradifed with the moft abfurd and filly 
Device in the World, yet all were fo artfully fuited 
to the Lady's moft earneft Dsfires and Inclinations, 
that they eafily gain'd upon her Credulity, and will 
ferve for a Seafon, to keep off that threatning Storm, 
which, in all probability, muft fall fo much the 
inore heavy upon her, by how much her Expectations 
have been rais'd and exalted. 

The following Week, which in my Account be- 
gan the 15th oi OBobery prov*d a Time of fo much 
Bufinefs, that I never remember the like fince I 
was able to pradife ; I had little or no Reft, but 
was fent for to all Quarters of the Town, and to 
many Perfons of the beft Rank',- and every Time I 
came Home, I found my Houfe throng'd with Peo- 
ple of inferior Degree, fome of whom had been deep- 
ly engaged in the Bubbles, but moft were Tradefmen, 
who had fuftain'd great Lofles, by furnifhing thofe 
with Equipages, who had not as yet been in any 
Decorum fuitable to their new Actjuifitions : A few of 
the latter were indeed fo happy as to be engagM in 
fulls Bufinefs, and had their Heads turn'd upon Me- 
thods to retrieve their Lofles, which had diverted 
their Minds, and kept oft' melancholy Thoughts^ bit 
only came upon the Account of their Wives and 
Daughters, who had Time to think, and had there- 
fore laid thofe Things more to Heart. The Hurry 
I was now brought into, confounded me to fuch a 
Degree, fnd the vaft many miferabk Objefts I had

(eeth d^^lt fo ca my own Ima^natum>^ thgt I began 
to think the Diflemjper infedious; an^libr that ReaAmt 
I kept at Home one whole Day, and would not (o 
much as fu&r my Doors to be opened. But I wa$ 
fo much terrify 'd at Izli, that I fell a trembling every 
time I beard any Body knocks and methought every 
Voice 1 beard in the Street nsimd Siv J^htAiidriffi 
And juft as I imaging, many of the Symptoins foon 
took hold of me^ and no one can conceive the great 
Difcrders I laboured under for the Space of fourteea 
Hours* I began aifo to think of the Coflfee-Cup, and 
was angry> and fnapt at my Wife every Time fhe 
fpoke to me. But after I had flept upon it, I fum* 
mon'd all my Reafon, and found my Body was per* 
f^ly well, and that my DiAuibances were only ima« 
ginary s I put on a Refolurion not to give way to any 
fuch Prcpofleffion, efpecially at a time when fo ma* 
ny Objeds called for my Affiilance ; I tlierefonc drcfs'd 
my felf, and went abroad^ as ufual, to vi& my Par* 
tieots. 

The £rA I made this Week was to a^ old Ufurer^ 
who had been no Proprietor in the Stocks ; but had 
privately lent very near 1 2000 /. at so fer Cent. In- 
ter^> and had himielf paid at the Rate of 10 ^ 
Cem. for a good Part of that Money^ which he was 
afiraid would all be funk, becaufe both Debtors and 
Bondfinen were fhipwreckM, if not quite loft in the 
South Sea. But this Gentleman was really altc^ther 
incurable, for he had liv'd very abftemioufly for a-* 
bove 20 Years; but, fince his Loflfes, could not be pre- 
vailed on to take any Suftenance , excepting Bread 
and Water, for be was of Opinion be ought to fail 
for his FoUy. After I had made him two or three 
Viiits^ and had acquainted him with the Hurry I was 
in, and that I was afraid I could not attend upon him 
any more, and when he found that I was juil a goings 
he flop'd me , and putting on his Speftades, he 
went to a Drawer^ where I beard him chftk over a 

great 
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grett many Pieces, and after I had waited his Timet 
wli^h was a pjtecty good while, he brought me a 
Qtiapt^r-guine^ and pitfs'd it into the HoUow of my 
Hand, bidding me cany it home co my Wife for 4 
Purfe-penny; and at the fame time oUerv'd, that 
Cold was Qow*a-days become as rare as a Saliad at 
Chriilmas* From him I went to a middle ag'd Wi* 
dow Lady, yriio was miferably in the Vapours, £ot 
Ihe had fold the Life-Rene of her Jointure for a fmatt 
Sum of Money, which (be put out to be improt 'd^ m 
Older to marry a hifiy young Man, an Attorney, who 
was her Steward, and did all her Buiinefs. From that 
Lady I went to a Frenchman, who is an Artift, and 
had workM above 20 Years in a Garret, durmg whidi 
Time he had li v'd for die moil part on Root$4aAHttirt, 
and fometimes a little foMtid Oyl for Samie, vt^bereby 
he Jiad hoarded up fome Money, but hadlofttt all ia 
the Bubbles. When I came to him, I iskVl what waa 
the Matter widi him. Oh — de Ma«er^ Shy iaid he» 
I have got your D— md Anglife Maladie, that makes 
your Man and Woman bang demi^ves in de Room^ 
and drown in de Watery and if I had been ane de An-- 
glisman I had certainly done my felf fo'too, for I hav^ 
loft all my Money and my Health. I could not bat 
pity the poor Frenchman very much, for I noderftood 
he had been miferably bit by Men whofe Birch and 
Sutton ihould have put them above fiich Practices, 
and dierefore I advis d him to apply to his Bofineff 
again, and I vifited him until he was pretty weil» 
without taking any Fee of him. 

Thomas Hazard Efq ; was aHb one of thole who 
uiher'd in this Week's Praftioe. He is a noted 
Gamefter, and has play'd away above two Thirds of 
a very handfome Eftate, which was the Acquifidon of 
an old griping Uncle. The Remainder he difpos'd of 
in the publick. This Gentleman, tho' he had gone 
through many Changes and Viciffitudes, yet iie was 
never folbnfibly.touch'd as with his Jate Dtfappotnc-- 
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rfients ,' becaufe he imagined himfelf arriv d at that 
which he had been labouring for, early and late, ever 
fince he was come to Man^s Eftate. I underftood he 
had feveral grand Projefts in view ; but anaong others, 
had a particular Eye not only to fome certain Men of 
Quality s Eftat'es, but alfo to their Miftrel&s, which ^ 
he thought was only but throwing a lucky Main or 
two as foon as he was ablfc to enter the Lifts with 
them. But although his Diftemper was exceeding 
violent, and v^-as alfo much heightned by Paffiori ; 
yet it did not laft long ; for the next time I came ta 
wait upon him, Ifound all things much altered; for 
he was whiftling and finging, . and pradifing by him- 
felf, aod with a couragious Air*rat:tling and ftriking 
the Dtoe^Box with great force upon the Tables and 
as foon as he fawme; he caird out, What do yorf 
think of* yoKr Patient now, Sir JM ? I have rear 
fon*d myfelf well by Piiilofophy ; Cor I believe a 
Man of no Eftate has as much Pleaftire in winning • 
two or three Yellow-Boys, as a rich Man when he 
cafts up a Thouftnd Pounds; and I ani of opinion, a 
Man may have as much Satisfadion in a neat clean 
Wench in a CalHco-Gown and Petticoat, as with a 
Lord's Miftrcfs, who has perhaps no more to fet her 
cSy than only that fhe is a Nobleman'sChoice; and for 
that Re^fon, is kept fine, like a Lady, and at a Dif- 
tance from the Vulgar. Upon this^I could not but re- 
fled in my own Mind, what Numbers of Perfons were 
fupportcd in their Folly by a vicioai Application of 
Philofophical Maxims and Rules ; but I made anfwer 
with a Smile, That I was not much acquainted with 

• that Kind of Philofophy. This was anfwerM with a 
lou4 Laugh from my Patient; and as foon as he had 
rccoverd himfelf, that we had Time to exchange Q}m- 
pliments, I took my Leave ; for I found he was not 

. fufceptible of Very lafting ImprefEons to hurt him, 
but was hardened in the Ways of Iniquity, which 
^erc almoft equal to him, whether io 'a higher or 
Ipwer Capacity. The 
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The next remarkable Patient was a famous Dijffhp- 
t'mg Teacher, who had acquired a confiderablc Fortune, 
which had enabled him to becon^ a no fmall Adven^ 
turer in the South- Sea. This had laid the Foundation of 
all his Illneis ; but there were other Circumftances tha( 
contributed to keep up his Diforders. When I had en- 
quir'd into his Condition^ and found him t6 be touch'd 
with the Spleen, I thought it might be no hard mat- 
ter to do him fervice, as he fcem'd to be a Man of 
fome S^enfe and Learning ; and therefooe fpoke my Sen-^ 
timents freely, telling him, he ought not to mind hi$ 
Difapppintments, fo as to give way to diforderly h 
raaginations. But he made Anfwer, that thefe.were 
at this time the lead of his Care ; tho' he could not 
but own» they had made fome deep Impreffions on 
him at firft ; but that now he £>und hk Body very 
much diflemper'd, and there mull be ibme uncom- 
mon Method taken for his Recovery, oeherwlfe be 
would foon become one of the unhappiefl; Men aliva 
Thofe Expreflions are fo ufual froit Hypbchondriack: 
Perfons, that I gave little ear- to th^m, bat pcrfifted 
in my former Advice ; and after I had order'd him 
fome Cephalicks, I left him. 

After this, I vifited him feveral Days, but found 
him always harping, on the fame String, which made 
me fomewhat more inquifitive than I had been before. 
He told me, he had fometimes a grievous Pain in his 
Head, fometimes in his Shoulders, and* very often in 
his Shin Bones; and, indeed. Sir, faid he, you will 
hardly imagine what a miferable Condition I am in. 
There was ftill none of thofe Symptoms but may at- 
tend Hypochondriack Perfons ; and therefore 1 us'd 
feveral frefli Arguments to fortify hun againft his 
grpundlefs Apprehenlions ; but when Men are once 
given up to the Delufions that attend this gloomy 
Diftemper,. they become fo much enflav'd and ovei- 
wheim'd with Fear, tliat every Idea prefents fomer 
. thing unto them that is dreadful ,• a great mapy j^^w 
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t^fzttcts^ wcc d^ily fefm'd) which have no real Foot* 
ing but in their difiemper'd Imaginations; and many 
old AiRi&ions, which had long fa^en vanquiih'd , are 
again revival withfuch a Train of Aggravationsi that 
they render Life no better than a tormenting Dream. 
This was now become the Cafe of our Parfon^ who 
had indeed got the better of thofe ImpreiSons which 
iiad at fkft given Birth to his Diforders ; but it vAs 
by others that were much more dreadful. He would 
oftet^ begin to difclpfe bimfelf to me^ but fomethiog 
always prevented him ; his Colour often left him^ his 
flands ihook, and I obferv'd him to be unfler the grea- 
teft Difbirbance imaginable. I muft confeis, it gave 
me Tome Uneafinefs to fee the Reverend Divine in all 
thi^Coofbfion; where^mi, I ipoke to him with all pof* 
fible TendeMieis, tntreating him not to be too referv'd, 
but to tell me freely what it was troubled him fo much. 
Sir, faid he, you cannot probably, have any Sufpicion 
of what I am now going to acquaint you with ; and 
if I was to give you aU the Signs of my Diileraper^ 
they might -indeed puzzle yon ; but you would hardly 
guefs at it, as it is a Malady very unbecoming one of 
my Calling, nor any ways agreeable to the Reputa- 
tion I have always had among Men. By thefe Expref- 
(ions I began to think he had, perhaps, been lately in 
Liquor, and had fallen into the Hands of fome lewd 
Woman. Whereupon, I conjur'd him not to hide any 
thing firom me ,* but if he had receiv'd any Injury from 
that Sex, to confefs free^. The Ice being now broke^ 
he fliook his Head, and told me, it was a great deal 
worfe than I could imagine ; for the Diilemper had lain 
in his Blood above Twenty Years. I got it, faid he, 
when I was a young raw Student, and I am afraid^ 
by what I find now; I have never been rightly cur'd 
of it. I SLsk'd him, why he had been fo negligent 
not to have it cur'd all that while ; and at tli^ iamc^ 
time I obferv'd to him, that he did not look like one 
who bad lain under that DiAemper. To this he iaid, 

he 
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fife had feen^s* Tx^efr as iivy Mantitt lardy, bat that 
now he was fure the latent Poifon had begun to 
Work, and was got into his Bones, which mtrft no 
doubt be theReiafon why he oftefetimes fett (o great 
Pain in thefa.' ' But when I was gding to undeceive 
h-im in this Particular, he piJt a Stop to me, and faid, 
if the Diftemper &outd break out upon him at this 
Jurifturev -it^ was *but z juft Punifliment for his A va^ 
rice ; for bdfote he put his Money into the AuthSea,- 
he was under various Scru{des, and had many fecret 
Conflii^s, whether he ought to defire more than he 
had already ; or, if that was allowable, whether he 
ought to follow the Example of worldly Men in be< 
coming a Trader in the Publick, fince he obferv^l' 
it had been theCaufe of fo muthAtheffm among us, 
and had drawii the Hearts of moft PeriS^ns from 
the true ObjeA of theit- Adoration into downright 
Idolati^ ; and therefore as he was fenfible of his own 
Error in this Particular, and bad even a£led in fome 
Meafure againft the Dilates of his better Know- 
ledge, he feared it was at lz&: come bem$ to Jnm^ 
and that perhaps he was yifited with this dreadful 
Calamity, which otherwife might never have broke 
out upon him. ^ I made Anfwer, that^ he could not 
indeed do bett%riv than to make a religious^ Improve-* 
ment of ali<hiis Afiiiftions^^; but yet,. I faid the lofs' 
of his Mon^y^feem'd to be the real arid me^ft fenfible 
Funifhment he underwent at pitfent,- for iii*what re* 
lated to his)Perfon, Ifaidl could not perceive any 
Thing amifs with him. y Bat ali this did not give him 
any great Satisfadion, for he was^ alfo under 470 
fmaU Anxiety^ about his Wife, to think that &e 
fliootd fufier innocently on his Account. He told me 
ibe had likewife been very much troubled with the - 
Head-acb of late, and had broke out all about her 
Mouth, and that (he complaint greatly of a (inking 
in her Spirits ; but I found his Wife was only ^n- the 
Vapours, as Ijimfelf was in . the S|>l6en, and there" 
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&re I g4^9^ him to und^rftatidy that tbofe Diforderi 
were no other than what, are coininon to moii Wo^ 
men when any Thing troubles ihcm. Upon this ho % 
paused a while, for he was fenfible fhi^ had laid th^ic 
late Difappointments pretty much; to. Heart ; \m% 
there was one Circumftance that ftiU terrify 'd hm 
more than all the reft, he had got two or three Pimr 
pks on his For&*h0a«d, whi(^ he imagin'^ certainly 
to be the Efle^^s of the Diftempec i atid 1 bcUeve no 
grave >4an before him ever confMlfed the .Gl^f$ CU 
much as. he had done, whiie he was under this Diftut* 
hance ; for aU, the Time I was with him, be. was coo^ 
tinually puling back his Wig to examine tbofe £rup*. 
ticms» and as often as he put his Hands Upon thern^ 
be remained Cpeecblefis ibc a Minute or two> and 
fbmetim^ he alfo felt his VpOSy left any Thing 
fliould be :amils.therd But at length ai^Hmiog a Uttl^ 
more Q>urage, he addtefs^'d Mmfelf te^ me in thisi 
Manner^: I doubt. Sir, £ud be, tho' you> are defer-^ 
vedly reputed a vecy gc©at Phyfician, you may, 
howeter^ he imacquaintsd with my Cafe; lor if I be. 
not miftakem^ I believe it is. mote, i^ the Way of ^ 
Sutgeon. than in yours. I. m»de Anl^er, that vene- , 
real Cafes, if he mea^is tho&, were no lefs the Bufinefsi 
of a Phyfician, tbaq. any.ocber, and that Recourib 
was commonly b^ to f^me one <^ our ProfefSon^ 
when they prov'd too bard and difficult for the Sur- 
geons to manage. Pray then, Sir» laid he, pointing 
to his Fore-head, what; do you think can he the 
Meaning of tbefe fitotche^?. don't you believe there 
myuA . be fomething more than, ordimry ia them ? 1 
told him they wese nothing but what: eyVy. one was^ 
fttbjei9: to as well as. he> v^poa catching Cold» or up* 
on any flight Difivder ,* and I obferv'd that the ^ 
flempeK CQuld not coj^ce^lit felf fo loog as he £anci»ly 
without making £:>me Ijavock upon tht Coi2ftiitttioa>. 
aud thee^ie teg'd him to reA fa^]sfyM> and nbt fioc*. 
tupe httoTelf with, fuch Whima and Imas^n«tiq&& But

I had many other Pati^ents et jthis Time, befidcs 
this reverend Teacher, who had beea confixlting the 
Labours of- Quacks and Mpuntebanks , a&d from 
t;hencc tormenting themfelves- with the Imagitutiflii 
^f Symptoms-and Difeafes th^y^were altogether itee 
ij^qxn : Others were filled wicb the moll moaflrOtt$ 
Conceits that rperhaps were; ever .hetrd of. A But 
'this I obferv'4 was a Relief co mwy, and the Flit- 
ings of their Imaginations not only preferv'd th^n 
from defperate Praftices, but help'd greatly to- wear 
out the jfirft Impreflions, by changing them into or 
thcrs, which, as they were in themfelves abfurdJa«d 
xidiculous, fo they were the more e^ly va8quiih'4 
and? overcome. But it was quite otherwife with 
fome, whofe Expedations h^d been raised higher than 
to admit of any the leaft Difappointment. The fud- 
den Stop that was put to their ambHious Defircs,Jike 
an Eclipfe, had fo darkenM their Reafon, that, to 
them, all I'hings put on quite different^ Appeiaram;e$ 
-from what they were really in Nature, and the Ideas 
of .Things were^ altogether chaiEig'd from what they 
had been formerly, on their own Imagination^^ , AU 
their Paffions were fwallowed up in Anger and.Rtr 
venge, which in: that total Datjinefs they were fomer 
timfjs eager to pr^iftife upon thpmfelve^, from Want 
of Power and Ability to exefcif^ it, on. others./ { 

The fpUovving is an eminent Extmplc of thi$kin4» 
it being the Cafe of a Gentleman,. .who was a r&vf 
copfiderable Adventurer in the. South Sea, bu^c.had 
chiefly increaied ^ Stock upoiVtbP Favour and Ct^ 
•ditof others, a|f\d, from a Petfon. ©f narrow Citcuinr 
ftance^,' was in a little Time advanced to a very iutr 
priaing Fortiyie. ^ .B«t th^.higher .the Precipice, :\thc 
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taore tetrible and dangerous the Fall. This Gentle- 
man had conceived great Things from his new Ao* 
quiftticMlst but upon his being baulkM and difapj^fnt- 
tjd,' be was fei^ d "Wkh the worft Diforders that can 
happen to Mankind. 

Whien I came to vifit him, he lo6k*d exceeding 
wild, and feeifiii altogether out oJF his^hfes, f6 
that I found it in tAin to ask hi^ ahy Queftions $ 
for he feldom made AtiTwer, and ^cn he did, it 
vras little to the purpofe : But <Mie, ^^hdm he had latdy 
bit'd to be his PhUi deCharnirey gate me the foHo^xr- 
Ing Account^ of Ms Gonditiott- - He informed- *fH^, 
vtrkea the Stocks were high, his Matter us^d to bfe at 
liSirtug*. atl Day;: m k pctpttXi^i Htiny of B^ufifiefe, 
attdat i^igbt he dranfc rery hard, went late to Beict, 
aRd* was up agaiti:be4imeS' in the Moaning, fo that he 
kfl^akijwery little Reft, and was te'dly cool for thrci 
Kfbntjhs together > He obfervM biifW to alter daify 
from what he was ^h^n he can^ firft to live' witfc 
him 'y for he was then ^ Man of a pretty eveft Temj^rf ; 
but lately, he faid he was fometimes in ifucb Fafficfns 
there was no fpeaking to him, arid^t other fiitle^, 
fee was fa familiar and eafy, that- any one would 
liavetakpi him to be the beft tta'tut^d G^ntlemaffr ih 
the World. He tali me he had befpbke an extfaoi^ 
dinary fine Coacb, and- a great de^ ' of rich Farh^ 
ture, for which he was to pay a very high F'ricc ; 
focnd of thefe Goods were fent home to him, and fof 
others he had lai^ down Moiiey before^hand : htf . 
JiadaUo bought an Eftate of 4000 A a Year, at 46 
Years Purchafe, to be paid upon drawing out Ws 
J^oney, which he intended againft next Candkmafs, 
and had laid himielf under an Obligation of payiti^ 
1 0000 Pounds for Performance tX his Contra^. But 
>is not bemg aWe to fulfil the hSalf 6f his Engige^ 
ments, his^ Servant t^d me, had been the Caufe of iH 
his Diforders, wliich^ he fald, wei^ become fo g^i^aff^ 
that he was ^a^id to ferve hifii any longer fof he 
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had feveral times attempted to, lay violent Hands 
on faimfclf. 

I order'd him to be bled immediately, to be 
purg'd gently fiwr/everal Days, and all that Time to 
make ufe oT fomeCephalicks, wljich I alfo prefcrib'd 
for him. I charged them to keep him from all manner 
of Noife and Q)m[pany, and when I had alfo givea 
Diredions concerning his Diet, I left him. 

When I was goe upon the &airs, I heard x great: 
Noife of Tongues in the Parlour, and above atl the 
.reft^./a Wom^x Voice, who ieem'd ta be in abon^- 
dance of Sorrow and Afflidion : One of the Seevantar. 
told me, ibc; was his MiArefs, who, he faid, wa&fo 
mach engag'd, that (be could not cook up Stairi^ 
while I was witk hBs Matter. As. I was going along 
the.Entry, I over-heard one fay to her, I covSd halve 
dsipeaded on your Husband, Madam, for more than 
I am worth ik the' World ; fays aQOther, Your Huir4 
band has quite ruinM and undone me ; 1 nevct mada 
the leafl doubt but be was woPtb'4($oooo /. > ^ daird 
calt'd out, I will .freely gi^ you a Dilchar^! in (iM^ 
if you'll be fp kind as to let me have my own Goods 
b^k again. As I went out of Doors^, two Men that 
were leaning over the PaleSj and lookM like Ruffians^ 
ftadrtedupf^'oneof them made towards the Doot^ 
boc the other caU^d out, fiack^ (whom I percdv'd to- 
he a Bailiff)' and: as I crofs'd the Way to a Hackneys 
Go^h than ^a^ficdfbr a Fare, I oblerv'd two Men 
more, with ^reat Sticks in; their HatidSy and HamA^ 
k<3rchie& about their Necks, i^art fbom belmod a^Coor-* 
ner^ andwereeomingtow^anismef but another hem'd' 
to them from an Ale^Houfe that was hard by, wfaidk 
turn'd them back again. 

When I was featcd in the Coach, I defired the 
Coachman to dtive to Sir Anthony U^mTiy where I had 
a. Call to go with all poffible Expedition. After wiucfa^« 
r bigan ta beu in . a. great deal of Concern for the* 
j^iferable Condiicion of that Family, and of many o- 
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thcrsf'that had i.lati&ly . been plongnd into the like! 
Circumftances, tho' at the fame time, I could not 
but condemn the inconfiderate Raflirafc and Folly of 
fomc-of thofc Perfons, as having brought an innumc- 
mhle Train of Evils upon themfelvcs.. Their Suflfer- 
ings were indeed great, but would not have been, fo^ 
or perhaps none at all,, had they riot ty'd themfelves • 
in a thoufand ridiculous. Etigagemenrs, and, upon a! 
feilfe PDcfiimptioD of. being rich, run into many unne- 
cc&Lty Debts and Expenccs, which might have well' 
bcenjfpar'd, tin their Affairs were brou^t to a more 
(Sertain IlTue. . . ' . » 

: While.1 was buiied in thofe Refieftions, the Coach 
fiop'd, btit could not come near the I)oor, hecaufe- 
of a great Crowd, who, hearing of Sir Anthonjs Indif- 

Eofitidti, were gathered about the Houfe to know 
ow he. did. ^ut xasA of thofe Perfons had earneft 
Bufinefs with him^ which made them fo it^uifitivc 
about his Healths 

: Sir Anthotvf i% a Man advancM to that Period of. 
Lifcj which, Horace tells us, is ruiy.by Gain and Am- 
bition; he has been all along, "till no<v, of z very 
healthful Conflitution,. which, no dduht, was owing; 
tp his way of Living ; . for he had been in conftant 
Boiinefs of one kind or another from) his Youths He i 
was taught betimes'to read, wrke,. and caft Ac- 
compts ; and upon bis firfl fetting^ out' into the World, ; 
he was. employ dias i Secretary to naany of his Neigh- : 
bourse,-, who bad not the Advantage . of fo liberal an . 
Edttcatioo; wheisem be. ^quitted himfelf fo weil^' 
that it. was reported; of rhim , no Man coald fill up a : 
Bmd'. .01; Indenture .with, greater .Ability : But his. 
main Talent lay in Accompts.; andaltho* he. never. 
was inflru&ed under any Tutor, fiirther than fome 
few Deeimal FraAions, yet he became exceedingly"^ 
cnamour'd with Figures, as they were the Types and 
Rcprcfentatives of that which he: lovUiiext ito his: 
Life. The Beauyes that lay hid undi^ thofe pretty.: 
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Devices were fo great a, Spur to his Indiaftry„ thlt lie 
could never give over varying their Pofitions, till he 
became more acquainted with the Powers of Num- 
bers than any one before him > infomuch that hjs 
was the firft who difcover'd to the World how many 
. Changes might be rung on Twelve Bells. He was alio 
faid to be the firft who could praftife Leger-du-Main 
by Figures, and in this he even exceird the moft cele- 
brated Artifts; for moil that thofe Perfons could dp^ 
was only to bring Counters out of Peoples Pockets, 
and make them believe they were Money i But Sir 
Anthony could bring out real Sterling, and make them 
believe it to be only Counters, which he would in 
Tinae turn to Money. 

Thefe Accomplifhments foon brought him into Fa- 
vour with a tooted Magician of great Power and Au- 
thority, who always pradis'd with a IJtuH6^ fuch as 
the old Heathen Priefts and Augurs were wont to di- 
vine with ,• and to him became an humble Servant for^ 
feveral Years, during which Time, he had alfo great 
Opportunities put into his Hands of growing both 
Rich and Powerful, and indeed no one ever improved 
his Opportunities better \ for in a little Time he a-* 
mafsM together fuch a Heap of Treafure, as has been 
feldom known in the Potfeffion of any private Perfon ; 
and at length he became to be of fuch Confideration, 
that the Eyes of all Men were upon him, and x\\dks 
who had not the Opportunity of converfiiig with him, 
iludied as much as poffible to follow his Example* 

But this uncommon Regard, which the World 
paid him, at laft provM his Bane j as it led him in- 
to many Things that were ridiculous and extrava- 
gant I for he was proud and ambitious by Nature, 
which he improved to fuch a Degree of Haughtinefs, 
thar he even made Princes and Nobles floop before 
him ; and if any Man truly lud his Ear, it was his 
old Mafter or his Friend^ who feldom came openly, 
but were always conveyed to him by fome magical 
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iJevice, which rendered them invifiblc .to other?. 
His old Matter was the only Perfon whom he ever 
admir'd for his great Abilities, • but his Confidence 
in his own, at laft very far overcame the Efteem he 
had formerly of his Matter's Talents ; infomuch that 
he has been known to laugh at him when his Back was 
turn'd> and to call him an ignorant Impoftor; becaufe 
he had oftentimes helpM him out hy his Numbers, when 
the Heavens prefented no favourable Omen. In fine, 
he became To prefumptuous, that he thought he could 
do every Thing by his Calculations, and even at- 
tempted to fqu^re the Circle ; believing that extraor- 
dinary Task had been referv'd for him, becaufe the 
' Circle bore fomc Analogy to his own Name. 

His ordinary Maxims were about Money, or >thc 
Relatives to it : He us'd to fay. Money was the.Siip- 
port of Kings and Princes. That no Goveniment 
could fubfift without it. That it gave Power and Au-\ 
thority to all Men, and was fo precious a Jewel, that 
fo the World was kept in Ignorance, as to the Means, 
it fignify'd but little how a Man came by it. That 
Wit was bi;t a Flafli, and thofe Perfons were general- 
ly poor who had moft of it, and that which IJ>iyines 
and Philofophers call Wifdom, was really Folly ; for 
it was always accompany'd with fuch a fcrupulous 
Precifenefs, that it hindred Men from doing Jfuftice 
to themfel ves. That Modefty, however admirM by 
fpeculative Perfons, was neverthelefs unbecoming a 
Man, as it kept thofe, who were reputed fo, always un- 
der the Hatches; but that it was a Qualification well 
enough fuited to Women. That all Learning, excep- 
ting that which enabled a Man to look after his own 
Affairs, was no other than Madnefs ; and fcrv'd only 
to make People troublefome to themfelves and others. 

It was impoffible, that a Man of this Turn and 
Difpofition fhould lie idle and unaftive in our national 
Concerns, after the extraordinary Footing they were 
lately put upon. He therefore appeared among tlie 
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firft on the new Eftablilhmenr, and became one of 
the greateft Adventurers, as he judgM, nothing coul4 
be more h'kely to bring him to a full Gratification of 
his Wiflies. But the fudden and unexpefted Turn 
of thofe Affairs gave a deadly Blow to all his Ex- 
peftations. Many of his Betters, who had fome tim^ 
ago ftoop'd to his infulting Arrogance, were now no 
ways backward in cenfuring his Conduft, and moft 
Peoples Thoughts were filled with Jealoufy, that his 
Pra&ices had not been fo laudable as they ought to 
have been. His Abilities were alfo canvafled, and 
his laborious Calculations condemned as empty an4 
chimerical. All which Aifliftions coming together 
upon Sir Anthowij brought him into a very bad State 
both in Body and Mind. 

When I cntcr'd bis Room, I obfcrv'd it was very 
fpacious, and every Thing in it as fumptuous as the 
rich Furniture defcrib'd in Didos Palac^. He was 
himfelf feated in a Chair covered with Crimfon Vel- 
vet, frihg'd with Gold, and over his Head was a 
Canopy of the fame findy wrought- I could not 
well at firft divine, whofe Prefence I was come into, 
and therefore I made him a more profound Obei- 
fance than what is ufually expeded from one of my 
Profeffion and Tears, As foon as he faw me, h? 
ask'd my Bufinefs. I told him I had a Meflage that 
Morning from him, and was going to enquire into 
his Indiipofition ,• when he interrupted me, faying 
he had (p many came to him upon Bufinefs and Mef- 
fages, that his Life was no better than that of a Por- 
ter. Upon this he call'd his Servant to bid one of 
his Stewards come to him ; whereupon an elderly 
Perfon foon entered the Roon^, whofe Face I knew, 
very vrell, and immpdiately I recoUe^ed, that I had 
feeri him often upon the Exchange, and that he was a 
very noted Broker. He ask^ how niuch Stpck he 
had fold that Day ? but the old Man tipM * him th« 
Wink, and then went and whifpcrcd him in the Ear, 
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yet fo as I could overhear him. He told him there 
y/^s no Market, and that the Buyers were all gone 
to the Dpvil, that now die Word- fignifyM nothings 
for no body underftoo'd itf^'What, fays he, not 1500 
per Cent, againfl the Payment of the next Dividend ? 
You may as well make People believe, rcplyM the 
Man, that Stocks will rife to 15000. Every one cries 
oiit, ff^o Buys ? Bnt no body oflfcrs to bid any Thing. 
This brought Sir Anthony into a very great Diforder, 
which was accompany^ with a boundlefs Fit of Paf- 
ifion. He fnatch'd up an Ink-ftand that was on the 
Table, and was going to throw it at his Steward's 
Head J but I ftep*d in between and prevented him i 
then he ask'd me who I was. What, fays he, yoii are 
the Fellow that threatened to murder me the other 
Pay, ril have you fecur'd this Minute. But I beg*d 
his Patience, and to!d him that I was a Phyfician ; 
that I had pradis'd in tliis City above five and twen- 
ty Years, that my Name was Midriffs and that I was 
very well known to Pcrfons of all Ranks, and that he 
could not himfelf be a Stranger to my Reputation in 
phyfickj ocherwife he would not have called me, 
when there were fo many learned Perfons of the fame 
Profeffion to be had every where. What, f^id he, 
was it you that fent me the Dofe of Poifon tlie otlier 
pay ? I told him, J had only been call'd the fame 
Morning, but- as yet had order'd nothing for him, 
Jjy this Time the Servant came into the Room, who 
had been to fetch me, and went to confirm what I 
. had faid i but he was in fo dreadful a Condition, that 
he could neither bear any one to be in his Prefence, 
neither durft he be by himfelf; he fnatch'd up the 
Stand again, and before I could do any Thing to pre- 
vent him, he hit the Servant with it ; for he was 
grown jealous of all Perfons that were about him, 
and believed they had entered into a Confederacy a*» 
gainft hiro. When they were all gone, he «looked 
fledfaftly upop m^ ; bat b^ing afraid to oi^fer me any 
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Violence, and equally dreading to ttuft himfelf in my 
Company alone ; he therefore fled out of the Room 
with a great deal of Precipitatiofi, .and (hut himfelf 
up in another. /-t 

By all thefc Signs, I fbtind Sir Ayjthmfz Diflemper 
bordered upon Lunacy^ and that there was mo talk- 
ing to him, his Imaginations were fo wholly fixM up^ 
on his Difappointments ; tho' he could not really re- 
coiled within hirafelf, at that Time, what they were, 
or how they had happened : He thought himfelf io- 
jur'd and undone, but by whom, or in what Manner, 
it was impoflible for him now to conceive, fo great 
was his Difturbahce : Nor is it altogether improba- 
ble, but he might have a Confcience and Dread of 
his* having injured others, who were ready to take 
their Revenge : And tho* this may not be real, yet 
fuch Impreffions are often made on the Minds of iu** 
natick Perfpns, merely from the common Fame of o- 
thers, which, at laft, fettles into a firm Belief; and 
it, no doubt, proceeded from fuch extravagant .Con- 
ceits^ that he look'd upon all Perfons , without Dit 
tindion, to be his Enemies. 

When I came down Stairs, I found feveral of his 
Stewards not alittle dejeded at the Misfortunes which 
had happen^ to their Mafler. One of them had 
been my Acquaintance many Years ; and as I was 
willing to leave fame DireftionS| I made towards 
him, and told him all that had happened to Sir Antho- 
ny ; And at the fame time I deHr'd fome Care might 
be taken of him ; that he ihould be immediately bkd,^ 
to the Quantity of Te^ Qunces, afid t;hat afterwards' 
they Ihoulcf not fu^r him to be by himfelf a Minute ; 
for it might be hazardous, efpeciaUy^ if there were 
either Knives or Garters in the way. I told him 
likewife, how cLangerous this Seaibu: was above ail o*- 
th^r Time? of the Year \ but that as the Weather 
>vas become more ierene^ he might probably grow 
b^tt^r. But iny Fricod was very much ftartled at 
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thefc Sayings ; for he could not imagine how a Man 
of Co much Senfe could be in fuch a Condicion : What, 
fays he, do you look upon Sir Anthony to be mad ? I 
infwer*d, Not ditcftly mad , tho', at the fame Time, 
I could not judge his Cafe to be much different from 
that of a Lunatick at prefent. To this my Friend 
reply'd, That it was impoffible, for he had for many' 
Years been accounted a very long-headed Man, and 
bad been able to go through Bufinefs that no Man 
could manage but himfelf, and that the ableft Statef- 
mcn had always commended his Abilities. I faid-, 
that was not at all to be doubted of; for the Com- 
mendations of Statefmen were feldom wanting to 
tbofe who could ferve a prefent Turn, tho* the Bufi- 
nefe itfelf might neither be difficult, npr yet well- 
managed, in all Points : But that, I told him, was 
not. very much to the purpofe ; for fuppofing him to 
be a Man of never fo great Dexterity in Bufinefs, it 
could be no Argument why he fliould not be liable 
to the fame Maladies as other Men. Then my Ac- 
quaintance ask'd me. What I meant by taking care 
that there fliould be no Knives or Garters in the way ? 
Do you believe^ faid he, that he is fo melancholy as 
to make away with himfelf? All the Anfvver I made 
to this was. That People could never be too much 
upon their Guard , with refped to any one in fuch 
Circumftances : Upon this he left me with all the 
Hafte imaginable to faften the -Windows; for the 
Thought came luckily into his Head, that unlefsthey 
were ib fecur'd as Sir Anthony covAd ndt open 'em, he 
xBight, perhaps, leap out and break his Neck. 

The Day following, I made him another Vifit, 
and" found him much altered for the better, after a 
Vein had been opened. I was told he )ftczmt excee- 
ding thirfty^ and drank above a Quart of white Moun- 
tain, ,at feveral Times, mix*d with Water, which 
dos'dhim to fuch a Degree,, that at laft he fell into 
a found Sleep^ which continued for the Space of nine

Hours. This had carried gff the Delirium^ So that 
he was now become pretty fenfible; and as foon as I 
^came into the Room, he began to make an Apology 
for his rqdc Treatment of pie the Day before^ wlricll 
had been told him by the People that were about 
him. He faid he had been in a Very ftrangc Condir 
tion; but it was fo much like a confus'd Dream, that 
he could hardly remember any thing of it,, excepting 
only, that he imagined there were a great many Peo- 
ple gathered about the Houfe to kill him, tboft of 
whom were Per(bns of Diftindion, and fome, as be 
thought , were no lefs than Knights of .the Garten 
and moreover he believed firmly, that his own Scrt 
vants were in League with them, and had engag'd 
to deliver him up. I obferv'd to him, that fuch Im^^ 
ginations were very ufual to Perfons in his Circum- 
.fiances, and that it was a Sign his Mind had be^n ex- 
ceedingly fhaken, but that he muft endeavour to learn 
a little more Fortitude^ this being a JuAftuix which 
required him to exert all the noble Qualities he. was 
'Mailer of At this he made mc. a Bow with his 
Head, and, with an obliging Air, he alfo thanked m« 
for the good Opinion 1 had of him. I was a little 
furpriz a at firft what his Meaning was, and b^sm 
to fear a Relapfe ; but I foon found he. was only, unr 
der a Mif^ake, and had apply'd the Epithet Nobk or 
therwife than I intended it. But as I never love to 
flatter my Patients to their own Prejudice, I ventured 
to put him in the right in this Particular. I obfervM, 
that we had all of us noble Qualities implanted ia 
us by Nature, tho' the far greater Number employed 
them to difhonourable and ignoble Purpofes ; and 
1 doubt not, but a Perfon, fuch as he was, who h^ 
[One thro' fo many different Scenes of Life, and had 
►een fo much converfant among Mqn, muft be very 
fenfible of this in the Pradice of the World. And 
I was going to obferve how ufefpl and npble a Qua- 
lity Fortitude wjis, and what Virtues w<?re required 
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in ii5 before we could arrive to arry tolerable degree 
of it ; but he interrupted me, and faidi thofe Things 
were indeed very fine to talk of ^ tho', as to his owfi 
Part, he never troubled himfelf with Mens good or e- 
vil Qualities, any further than to take care tHisy flioul4 
cot hurt him with them if poffible. Then he ^sk*d 
Inc if I could order him any Thing that could di^ 
him good, for he found himfelf mighty fubjed to a 
Trembling, and was apt to ftart and be furprizM at 
every Thing. I told him, all that Phyfick could do 
in that Cafe fignified but Jittle, for his Diftemper 
was really more in his Mind than Body ,* that his 
Body indeed fuflered,. but that was only fecondafi*- 
iy, and if his Mind could be brought into a right 
Compofure, the other would foon be freed from its 
prefent Indiipofition. 

Tho' he all this while had anfwcr'd as- rational*- 
iy as was ufual to him at otheir Times, yet I ob^ 
ferved a very great Difturbance in his Looks by Inter** 
vals, and he was ready, upon every flight occafion, 
to faU into unreafonable Paifions with his Servants ; 
whereupon I advis^ him not to fuffer every little 
Offence to difcompofe him, for that, would be the 
ready means to aggravate his Difqrders, whereas a 
cCNEitrary Habit would help greatly to lefTen them. 
But while I was expoftulating with him in this'man- 
iter, we were fuddenly alarm'd with a Noife in 
the Street, which brought him into a frelh Deli" 
riunt; it was nothing but the Mob was gathered 
about a Pick-Pocket, whom the Officers were carry- 
ing before a Magifirate ; but when Sir Amhmy heard 
their Tongues very loud, as is ufual upon fuch Oc- 
cifions, he Aar'd and began to look exceeding wild, 
and all of a fuddpn leaping from his Chair, he went 
to hide himfelf. It was with much difficulty we 
could beat this new Prepofleifion out of his Head^ 
becaufe the Impreffions were made very deep but 
the Day before. He believ'^ his Advcrfaries had 
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fiow laid clt^cf 8kge to the Bobfe, and lie often czh 
led out with a betfoWing ' Vt)tc^ to kc that all the 
Doors we«e fecured ; |;)ut when he found thtre was 
nothing real in all tliis^ he feated himfeif again in his 
Chait, and tutn^d very dukipifli, which is «he ufual 
Rc&h of Feat) Anger and Dbfpair, which, as has 
been obferv^d, ordinarily bear the afcendant in all 
fuch melancholy DifpofltiOiis^ - .- . . k* 

After this, I caird tx^on hiitf feireral Days^fucccflive- 
ly, and J>refcrlby what I* judg'd proper by jw^ay of 
Phyfick ; but I wa^ mom pattkulatly fohcitousiM what 
concem'd his Diet, and as he wai a»Man of afome- 
what f4ethorick Hablt^f Body, and lately biecome 
more than ordinarily addifted to Paffiofl, *Ilook*d 
upon Abfteftiioufttefs to be tbe likelieft Means to 
bring that. under, and therefore I ordered him fiich 
Food aV vtas of eafy? Digeftions and at tJie^ iame 
time aflforddd but nvoderatd Nourifliment : This Me- 
thod ;was attended; \yith tfo mwh Succefs^ th^t he 
tnendedfo far >a$ to go abrc^d, -for his AifairS- were 
urgent, aad'TOfy much-r^aited hte Preknce. • 

But itii ttext to anilhipolBblhty to erfeftuate a 
perfeSOurt on- any one In^Sir^^w/to^/s Circtimftan««i 
for he k really bat a Ma^ %^4'' weak Mitd md licde 
Knowledge. H^ had ihdced^ like many other f«per^ 
ficial Perfons^ gain'd a^very great Reputation' among 
Men, ^ yet thit-w^s only-taken^ d^m outward Shew 
and A^arance, ^nd not from any Virtue or Abili* 
ty, wherein he had excelled cithers'; but as he bad al- 
ways beck %conftant Employment, his Mind was 
wholly takea off from maey of thofe leffer Concerns 
Which tkhe' more niimer6tis part of Mankind -art dff^ 
ten cAgag'd in. THfe bad«eated a Severity ihfeit 
L6ok$^ which wis acbompafned with -an 'Air and 
Semblance of Wifdoirii, fOTeient to impofi^ott^all 
vrho had n6t a feritift Ihtimicy and AcquitiMfllne^ 
in^itii-lMii. Buifii apjptotrs, n^yw the Mask is tal^ta o«v 
that he is no ^tbit thM a me^.Fs4aii£ W Bu(ifle£^ 
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and onciwho, like the bHndHorfe In Ta Mill, went 
as fure aad 4s fteady as the moft quick figbted could 
have, dene, ' lb long as he kept plodding and drudging 
in . his lifual Round of Aflair^ j for then all wa^ with- 
in tbe:Compafs of his Underftandiog. But when 
Pxidi^ ^varice,^ and Ambition ( the cotiftant Com- 
panioina o£ out firflrr4t€ Fools ) had once carried 
him beyond that Circle,- he. was fadn, be wilder'd in a 
Mazcof Difficulties^ while his perplex^ Mind was 
no' ways feafon'd with thofe Virtuejs that were ne- 
ceflfary to extricate and.fet him at Liberty^ ^. 

The laft Time I went, to, him, I found his Condi- 
tion ftiU altered, tho* I c^noot fay it vs^as a great deal 
for the better. He was not indeed fp n^pch afraid 
of Aflfaffinations and Confpiracies as he had been be- 
fore, aiid I'perceivf d.*he was not fo eafily akrumd 
at Noifes in the Street ; but I &und a new Calamity 
had taken hold pf hiin,-an4tho' it did not feem di* 
rc&ly to point at hi^iLiftj, ye,t7 it tduch^i that -which 
was. as dear to -him, .li^^i.. , his. Money and his Repu- 
tation. . He told nije'he wa^^growij WQrf$;and,5vpffe, 
and th^t he hop'd, jfem^ Pe0j)le would, be quiet. w^en 
jthcy haji ^tnade an end^f feinj. . Upon this . I wept to 
fed his Pulfe; for . he, h^d a. pretty highGoJ<3iH! in hi? 
Face, which mad^ me believe Jie was fcyferifli, or 
clfe'that.h.e had .b^^W dri^Hing. W.hj^n I was coming 
tQw4td§ him, he .fti^ijted, looked me broad Jn tl^ 
Facj^. 4nd ask'd n^ejif^ily, .what I wasgoin^g to dp, 
I't(>ld him I intended -wthing t;hat would* hurt hi^^j 
and ^i^ith that.I topfchol4:i<>f his Writt. .1 found him 
a-: Kttlf^. fey^rifh,^ whjcrh, I , judgQ-i^igbt. l?€ oa:afipR*4 
by- xlue. great jdiflijrUnce. of M^ Ti^jught;s,- whjc.b 
haidtkeijtrbim froni.,3i^ep.

made, and could never be fatisfied, unlefs a Man wou'd 
gpire ixp all he had ever toil'd and laboured for. He 
faid they had fubornM falfe Witncfs to fwear againft 
him, that he had us'd many ill Praftices, ' and been a 
bad Example to others ; and that they might put him 
to as great Expence, and bring him under as much Ig- 
nominy and Difgrace aspoffible, they would oblige him 
to build a Scaffold in tVefiminfiey-hall iox his own Tiyal. 
Well, anfwer'd I, what have you further to fay ? To 
fay, rejSly'd Sir Anthony ^ a great deal. Thofc very 
Men and I were exceeding friendly but a little while 
ago 5 they complimented me, and I did Favours for 
them, and many of their Friends too ; they often 
told me what a ufeful Subjeft I was, and how great 
a Ihare I had in his Majefty's Favour ; and that they 
never omitted to fpeak a good Word for me' as ofteri 
as they had an Opportunity. But no\;ir, faid' he, I 
know by thW Looks they have a mind to ruin me, 
and fomc of them even ufc Oblique Threatnings to 
my Face. I began by this time to believe that Sir 
Anthony gave Credit to his. Own Drieams, and indeed 
I could hardly forbear being out of Humour, to hear 
him talk at this extravagant Rate. I therefore de- 
fired him to compofe himfelf, and not fuffer fuch idle 
Fancies to run in his Head, for there was^nothing at 
all in them. In them, faid he, don't you hear it 
talk'd in all Places wherever you come ? I was not a 
Stranger to the Rumours that were fpread about the 
Town concerning Sir Anthonys Conduft jbut I thought 
it not "proper to make him a direft Anfwer. I ob- 
ferv*d to him, that we were all of us liable to Mif- 
carriages as often as we prefum'd rafhly to go out of 
our limited Bounds. That we were naturally apt 
to do this, from an over-fond Conceit and Opinion of 
our own Merits and Abilities. That we long'd to 
be at thofe things which were placed at the grcateft 
diftance -from us, and, like Icharm^ we often plungM 
ourfcives into an Ocean of Troubles, while we at- 
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tctnpted rp fly up to the Sun with Wing? of wr-i^wh 
making. I took notice, ' that rajjriy of jas were t^^ 
forward to fix our HopR.s on ^n imaginary (>poHj una 
from a too eager Defirp after ir, made ufe of ::i9direft 
MeaHS to obtain it. This, L faidj mighf undoulitedly 
be the reafon why fuch PerfonSj when their Exf?e6la- 
tions fail them, were commonly tofled about with the 
Imagination of Evils, which had their Bajng no 
where fo much as in the Mind. But Sir ^/^/gr 
took all this as apply 'd tohimfelf, and witb a Smile, 
which at the fame time carried an Air of Diflatisfac- 
tion and Contempt, askM me what he had ever ^fpi- 
red after that was imaginary. I know, faid foe, yon 
philofophprs often account rhofe Things imaginaryi 
tTiat other People find to be real; you reckori Mo- 
ney an inaaginary Good, bqt (hew me what you d? 
any Man can do without it. Honour and Greatnefi^ 
1 know, at^;^lfo clafTed in the fame Rank, according 
to your -precife way of thinking, but let m^ fee the 
Man will refufe either iwhen dfer'd to him. I made 
dnfwer,that there was, no doubt, a real Good in all 
thofe Things,.. when they Were put to their right anc} 
proper Ufe, apd that Peoples Defires were moderate 
in them, and i their Defign?. truly hoflovrable: And 
I was going on, to tell hijft what it was that, in my 
Judgment, render^ them evil. But he interrupted 
ine, and faid,, he did not fee but every Body was for 
getting ^11 they could,' and. what Reafoo was there 
that he fhould be behind hand, fince h^ had perhaps 
deferv'd like other Men ; but elpecially the World bc^ 
ingcometo that pafs, that thofe Pcrfons were only 
trampled, upon, or fet light -by, who were not in 
fome Degree of Power or Authority. 1 could not 
but own what he had obferv^d was oftentimes too 
true, if meant with refpeft to Mfen in narrow Circum*^ 
ftances, and inferior Station. But yet I faid that wa$ 
no Argument, why ftxh as waoted nothing, and were 
even got above the Infults of the World, fliould afpire

By thefe ExprefllonS I found 
he was indeed touched with the HyplH) i and becaufe 1 
obferv'd him to be one who had been us'd to eat and 
drink plentifully, and Wanted his ufual Excrcife t(^ 
.digeft it j and being of a full grofs Habit of Body^ 
and as he complained likewife of a Swimiiling and Gid- 
dinefs in his Head; I ^^aS therefore of Opinidft, he 
hiight be very apt to fall into a Fit of the Apoplexy ; 
to prevent which, I orderM hiitt to be let Blood in the 
.fihiPlace, arid after that to bs vomited ; 1 order'd

him likewife fp'me Ccphalicks. But when I had gat 
Pen, Ink and Paper, and was juft going to write, he 
caird out with a great deal of veheriience t6 prevent' 
mc, and fwore heartily, he would have no more Bill^^ 
and Notes/of he had lately parted with above the half 
of hisEftate, and had got nothing but Piper for it/ 
But when! told him I was only going to ^ive fome 
i)ircftions to the Apothecary, that he mfght malce 
up what .was proper for his Diftemper, he askM my 
Pardon, aiid faid he hop'd 1 would riot take it amifs ^ 
for the very Sight^of Scraps of Paper pu't him almoft 
out oihis ^enfes. By this, I alfo came to know what 
had been the Caufe of hisDiflemper, viz.. that he had^ 
like the /reft" of my Patients, been pretty deeply en- 
gaged iu'the Stocks, and that Things had not fhcceed- 
^d there '.to his Wifi^cs. When I was going, I de- 
fired 'He might be carefull to mind my DireftionsL 
which the Apothecary would acquaint him with, and 
that I doubted not, but I fliou^d find Him better in a 
fliort Time.. 

When Icame the next Da v, lie Ibok'd fomewhat 
out. of Humour, alid'before I could ask him any 
Queftioris, 'he began to complain, faying, I had al- 
moft kilfd him with the Vomit, that it had made 
,liim as ficlc as a Horfe, arid that he had never been 
in fuch a Condition fihce'he was born, excepting 
once , after ;a ijt of hard drinking with fome Gentle- 
men at a Horfe-race, where they drunk little or no- 
thing h\kt a very ftrong kind of Punch, which wa^ 
made' with Brandy and Whitewine without Water. 
By this 1 find, that Mr. Pitfal had never been much 
us'd to Phyfick,for he alfo ask'd me \<^hat was the Bot- 
tle 1 had. fent him, and whether I had not put Scar- 
burrow Water in it, for lie faid it tafted like Mares 
Pifs. I anfwered, that there were fome Volatilfe 
Salts in it, which had not indeed a Tafte that fuited 
every ones Palate; but at the fame time 1 obferved 
to him, that thefe were very proper to remove that

, Diforder of his He^d he had. fa much GompUin'd of, 
and thatAhpy would certainly, be of Service to h'm,

.'for he h|id,^ept better that Night thaiV heh^d done

JaltbgetherTo'clbudy as ^thad been, and for that rea- 
. fon'.he jl^id he (hould very willingly take the St.ufF in 
. the. Bottle, or any thing elfe 1 thought, proper for 
Anniy if.it wQuId not fet him a. vomiting again. I 
] id\d him I could not w^ ,^vbid ordering him a Vo- 
mit in the Beginning, as it „ was neceflary to lay the 
Foundation ;of his Cure, .but that I hop'd there 
.would be no occafion to repeat .it. After this, I ad- 
vis'd him to go abroad and. divert himfelf, and as 
'jjie^had Horfes at command, and had always been 
. usy to jRiding and Country Exercife, I faid it wou'd 
be of tio fmall Service to him. if he .rid oat once a 
. Day into the open Air, efpeciaily, fince he had ta- 
ken up his Lodgings in fo clofe a Place, a^id where 
there was fo^ much Dung and Litter. . But h^ made 
anfwer,' that he lik^d the Smell of Horfc-dung better 
.. Thaafomepf.o^r finejl- Gardens about London, and 
that Uc believM it would do him no Hurt, for he had 
. heard feveral learned Men fay,' that nothing was more 
wbolefome than the Smell of a Miick-liill. H^ faid 
. he had lain ] ope Night at Sir Thomas CourtleySy who, 
he. told me, was* his firft Coufin,. but could not reft 
for the. Noife of People thumping at the DoOrs, and 
[ calling but continually in the Street ; And befides, 
he ob.ferv'd^. ^th^x altho' Sir Thomas. w2l$ indeed very 
civil, 'yet he did not m'ucli like to be at his"IpLbufe, fot 
he founds lie was always but of Humour wh^n any 
Body waiited h'im, and usM to chide his Servants for 
faying he was at Home. He faid, that a Man had as 
good be continually at ChurcH as at Sit T/^omas'Sy for 

. no Body in .the Houfe fpoke but as if they were wlxif- 

. * ... _-. . - 
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pering fomething that Ihould not be heard ; and when 
they were at Table, Sir Thomas direfted moft of his 
Difconrfe t6 fome body elfe, which oblig'd him to 
fit as filient' as a Stock, He added likewife, that Sir 
Thomas coipmonly went away *as foon as Dintier w^s 
over, when it was the proper time to drink a Glafs 
and fmoak a Pipe ; th^t he us*d to take his Leave 
very civilly, and defired him to ftay and divert him- 
felf with hi$ Wife and Daughters, who n^ver enter- 
tained him with any thing but Tea, and that the 
young Huffeys us'd to- fill him brimmers, wl^ich he 
believM was only that he might- fcald hts Fingers, on 
purpofe to Uugh at him when he was gone ; and for 
thefe Reafons he lov'd to be at an Inn, where he paid 
for what he had, and could therefore ufe h js Freedom : 
Befides, that he always lik'd to be near his Horfes, 
for hefaid the People in this 'Town were not to be 
trufted. I could not indeed forbear giving my Aflent 
to what Mr. Pitfal had faid, becaufe I found Sir 
Thomas and he was of a cjuite different Turn and £- 
ducation, for an Inn is no doubt better than a Palace, 
where a Man is under any Reftraint and Confine- 
ment. 

After two Days I made him another Vifit, it was 
Night before I came, and I found him much more 
chearful than thofc times I had feen him before ; but 
he was ^ngag'd with a Countryman of his own, who 
it feems had been drinking Torkjhire Ale with him 
moft, part of the Afternoons I told him I was glad 
to fee him look fo brisk, and that I hop'd he found 
himfelf better. I have been much the better, an- 
^ fwcr'd he, for my honeft Neighbour's Company , 
whofe coming to Town has perfeftly revived mej 
he lives but within three Miles of my Houfe, and 
he is a Man that, befides fome Eftate of his own, 
rents a very good Farm of a neighbouring Gentle- 
man, and I l>clieve were you to go to his Houfe, you 
\irould fay you never met with 2i, ipore hearty Wei-

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come ; and Til fay that for him. He always keeps a 
Glafs of as good Ale as any Man in the County. Ay, 
thank God, fays the Countryman, lam never without 
a Tub ot Liquor, tho' it is not fo good as the Squire's, 
yet fiich homely Fare as we have, tliis, or any other ho- 
4ieft Gentleman flionld be welcome to, were they 
^o come our Way/ With that the Countryman ask- 
ed me if I weie Efq; Pitfars D6ftor. When I had 
fatisfi^d him in that Queftion, the Countryman rc- 
ply'd, I thought fo by what you faid when yon 
canic firft in, and I was juft telling him of iCure 
'Dr. :Potter in our Country advised- toy Wife to, for 
(he was much troubled with Wind, as the Efq,* isi 
and that was to fwallow three Grains of white Pep- 
per whole every Night when fhew^ht to Bed, and 
this cur'd her that 'flie has never becri troubled with 
Wind fince, more than any other Woman fliould be; 
and I believe,faid he, would but the -Ef^; take that Cure, 
it would do him as much good as any thing. I told 
him black Pepper would do everybit as well as white. 
Ay but, faid the* Countryman, Dn Potter made my 
Wife take White Pepper, and it was that cur'd her; 
and I well remember it, Dr. Pmer once cur'd me of 
a great Surfeit which came by a Cold IcatchM when 
our Waters were up one AllhaBomide. I came Home 
miferable bad, for my Mare had fwum with me a- 
' bove? half a Mile in the Bunh-Iane^ and when the 
Dr; brought me the Phyfick, -1 faid I was fure fuch a 
fmall thing as it would do nothing at me, for it was 
noiiigger than a grey Pea ; but I my Troth I Ihail 
never forget it, for it purged jne upwards and down- 
wardis at leaft twelve or fourteen times, and I wa's 
as well in two or three Days as ever I was in all my 
I-ife. After this, the Countryman we^t on in praife 
of Dr. Pottery and wa$ feconded by Mr. Pitfal irx

many of their Neighbours. Thisbrings th^m into the 
.Npti<;c of feveral of the Country Gentlemen, while 
.^^tJiq's, who. were once upon a Level with chem, . ai;e 
-ncglG<3;ed, and the Familiarity to which they are ad- 
• ipatced, creates ia th<;m fuch a.BoIdnefs and Coniy- 
.'ficnce, that they never ^ fail, upon all Occafions, to 

give in their Verdift, tho"* in ,thjng^ which are aJtoge-

Etr 
fpefit between Mr. Pitfai SiXid him^ :I parted with an 
Air of Comf)l^tcficy, telling him that nothing foould 
be wanting that rtiight tend to tfe Gentleman's Jpefc^Jy

• The next Time I called, which ;was alfo ti:Jwai?d6 
Evening, I found him cngag'dy as^befote, witfe his 
Country Neighbour, and a grave elderly Clergy ftufcn, 
who I uriderftood was his RelaticNn'; bait his Gife 
feem'd to be fomewhat worfe, . and hotwitliftandit^ 
he had been drinking, his Spirits wete very loiVi d.nti 
he was in a great de^l of Defp&ir bffeis Life's.- And 
there was truly a no fmall Concern perceivable in his 
Looks. When I ask'd him how he did, the Country- 
man, who feemM alfo to be- in a great, deal of. Txw- 
ble, (hook his Head, and, without giving Mn Pij^nl 
time to anfwcr,faid, he believ'd the Efq; weuld hard- 
ly get over this, for he was .afraid rit had feie*d his 
Brain, and that he look'd juft is the old Efq; \iis Fa- 
ther did the lali time he faw faimy which was about 
a Week before he dy'd. . Upon this I told the Coun- 
tryman he wiisbneof Job's Comfortc;rs, for there was 
no Danger of dying, unlefs-Mr. Pitfal flxould gii^e 
himfclf wholly up to Sorrow aad'Difcontenr.

Jobferv'd that 
the Care of his Health ought to take place of all pr 
thcr Temporal Intcrefts, as that was ' agreeabte to 
the principal Law o£ Nature, viz.. Self-prefervation ; 
and, I faid any one would undoubtedly be thought a 
Madman, who fiiould love his Money, or any dther 
of -his Goods fo well, as to hurry himfelf out of the 
World for the fake of them. Upon this^ the Cler- 
gyman alfo made ufe of feveral grave Arguments, 
telling him, that a Man's Life confifts not in the A* 
buttdahce of the Things which he pcrfl'efleth, and that 
afniall matter, rightly managed,would eafily fupport 
each individual in all that is abfolutely neccfl'ary ei- 
ther for Life or rational Pleafure. And I found he 
was alfo going to put him in Mind wherein to place 
his true Happinefs,- but the Countryman, who I ob- 
fervM had been drinking, and was now fomewhat 
flufter'd, broke in upon him, and interrupted him;

But I went on, and obferv'd, 
that it was always an Argument of a great Mind to 
anticipate Difappoint^lents, by laying; O^^^ weight 
on things, and thereby nioderating its IJ>efires j and 
that it was a no le(s Tokep of a noble and brave Soul 
to fight manfully, and boldly encounter Difappoint- 
mcnts when they come i but at the fame tinie I told 
Mr. Pitfaly thn I did not apply what I had been 
faying, in all its Circfynflances, to him, for fo far as

Thefe, and many oifher Inflances, the Country- 
man told me concerning this Gentleman's Conduft,^ 
which were not only ungenerous, but cruel j and, if 
rightly look'd into, muil be alfo accounted foolilh 
and imprudent ; and he was going on to give us \vr 
flances of the Misbehaviour of fome other Gentlemen ' 
in the fame Neighbourhood ; but altho' there might 
be fome Inftruftion gathe^'d from all he faid, yet I 
had not Time to hear more of them, efpecially with 
the Circumft^nces which are ufual in his way of re- 
heariing them- I told him, I fliould be glad to be 
further informed in thofe Things, when I had more; 
Leifure ; whereupon he fum'd up all in this general 
Obfervation : Verily, faid he, I thought we had 
been like our Neighbours, but mayhap other Coun- 
tries may be better than purs, and may have fnch 
fine Gentlemen in them as you have been talking of; 
but 1 wot they are but thin in our Parts i uplefs it be

Men to get any thing under thoii* 

Bat this gave the Qergy man an Oppomuiity t^ 
realTume Ms DifcoiiFfe. He obferv'd, that altho' Ri^ 
ches were, next to Health; <^e-of the greateft tempo- 
ral Bl^ffings ta all thofe wh6 knew how to ufe them 
aright ; yet nothing could be fo great a Snare, and 
fo deftru&ive to Perfons^ of vicious Inclinations, as* 
they wete d)c proper Food and Nouriihment of all 
their LoAsr and becaufe of the Power and Authori- 
ty which accompany'd them, he faid, when they were 
once in the Poflcffiou of l^d Men, they were Uke a 
Sword in the Hands of a Tyrant, which cut with* 
out Mercy, as they enabled fuch the more violently 
to opprefs others. He took notice, that many of 
thofe who were bom to great Fortunes, were often- 
times . a Bteffing to their Country, as were alfo thofe 
who acquired a moderate Subftance by their honeft 
Induftry and Labour; but, on theoti^r hand, that 
fuch who became Mailers of very great and uncom- 
mon Acquifitions by their boundlds Avarice, were 
for the mQ&, part a Plague to all who wer^ about 
them, or had any Oncemr with them ^ and that he 
believid there was no(^ountry more than another free . 
froni fuch Perfons, who being emulous, or rather en- 
vious> at the Profperity and good Fortune of others, 
finck^ nothing to come up with them, tho' by all 
the cruel Methods of Opprei&on. He obferv'd, as 
the Body was nourifliM by its proper Food, fo a Gra- 
tification of our Defires and Inclinations was the pro- 
per Food of our Minds, but with this Difference, that 
the Body was often fatisfy'd, and even furfeited, but 
the Mind could feldom have enough, efpecially when 
it was guided by vicious Appetites ; it might indeed 
be heated and intoxicated, but that would, like all 
other Drunkennefs, only increafe the Thirft. This 
he obferv'd was fo manifefl, with refpeft to Riches,

0f bifore* . 3tit he took notice, that the Methods of 
Providence, were for the moA part deliberdie and flow, 
efpcciaUy tbofe.that werD^tbe rooft favourable ,• and 
tbo* the Whed* was ind^ xum'd more about, at 
fome pari^iottfakr Tinies^^ than what is ordinary, wl«re^ 
by manK Arange Revpi^ntions were aecbnaplHh'd, yet 
fuch Things xlid tMH ha^^pen ofcen^ neither mould we 
be able to bear thcmt ii ^ey wen^ either to be fre* 
quent, or the Hurry cif. them, was to laft aiiy Time 
Bat Ms. Pitfaly as b'tufelf was deeplicft' engaged an 
this Affarir,.aad had hitherto underftood but. little of 
ibe Matter, was therefore willing to know fomethiug 
more partifulariy aboiK iti He put a Stop to the 
Qergyqfian, while he wiw making thofe general Ob- 
iervations» and ask'd hii^n, Wl^at he judg'd to be the 
Reafoja why the Stcgh hadrifcnfo high? And.why, all of 
afadden, they (hould fall ib low? To this he made An- 
fwer. That Mens Avarice had^ no doubt, been the 
Caufc of the prodigious Rife, as that extraordinary 
Jleight was with no, 1(,'6 Probability the Occafion of 
the Fall. He qbferv'd to him, that according to the 
Footing it was put upon^ the Advantages to every Ad-

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vetmxfer wel* in a great Meafurc tcrhit pf aportioha^ 
blc to the Advantage of Credit ,• and top that Rcaf^, 
iis the Credit was adfanc'd, the Number of Pdrtha- 
fers alfo ihcre^s^d) which fites eafily enough to be t^ 
peficd in a Nation fo ridi and populous as this ft. 
The Gains that feme boaftcd of, and that other^hatf 
j<(eany made, fdt aW Perfons agog after it, and fo fweet 
was the Profped of getting faddenly rich, that thofe. 
were iook'd upon as Fools and Afles who haU-.th*" 
leaft Diffidence in it ,• as on the other hand,fbc gfei^ 
t^ft Blockheads were eoiintenanc*d, who conld gfean^ 
pp any thing to its Advantage, tho' hever fo zbfhr^ 
and ridiculous. He ebferv*d, that as moft PerfbAsi' 
who were concci'nM in it, had their own 'ptiHt& 
Gain^ i^hiefly in vicWj and thonght but little of tfifc 
PuWick s whd^tftt therefore they fcad ventur'd^; Mras^ 
only with a Defign to transfer it to fome other Hand;" 
0S icon as they imaginM it come to its utmoft ; ihct 
^s there were bur few, however, forward in it, whb' 
Cit*d to truft it longer than while it was upon the rfv 
fing hand, it rauft have had the fame Fate at whatc^ 
vet Time it came to a ftand ; and linlefs the Ad*' 
vince of Credit was no more than coold bear arfea^ 
fonable Balance with our real Subftance, it >^as im-: 
peliihle tbat it couW be fupported, eipcciatly, cotifi^ 
rfifring^he various Humours, Intercfts, and Tempfert 
of Men, and the vaft Nunibers concerned in it. But 
muft be like a Shij^ at Sea, which is apt to ifink when 
{fee is either over-burden'd With tOd much Safl-, or 
qpprcfs*d with teK) high and violent Winds. But be- 
sides that evil Humour which he obferv'd to run rtiore 
or lefs through the whole Body, he faid, it was to be 
fcar'd fome of the principal Members were parti- 
, cularly in fault, both in the exceflive Rife and Fall ^ 
^^ and as the Eyes of all Perfons were, no doubt, up- 
on thefe who were moft deeply concerned, their 
Example could not avoid being ftriftly followed ; and

Upon this, ^r. fitfal a$ky liim. Whether he 
thoi^ht it would rife agaiiji^ He.made Anfwer, As 
the Hopes of getting Riches had cocourag'd People 
to advcntiye boldly^ jwd becoiae Prq>riietors even be? 
yond what ma^iy of thein w^erc able 1 fo, after io 
great a Dampj tljc Fear of lofing, as that was of e- 
qu^i, if not fiiperiour Importance op the Mind, would, 
DO doubt, hinder ,m4ny for foipe Time from becom- 
ing Purchafers; but yet as there was perhaps no, juft 
Reafpn for its linking (b low;, and as there was fuch 
a vaft T^umber of Per/bns, and, thofe of aU Ranks, 
immediately concern M in it, . and ^ the whole Na- 
tion was now in a manner linked into it , it was not 
therefore improb^le,, but fuch pnident Meafures 
would be taken, as would not only in time raife it to, 
a moderate Height, but alfo fupport it ; and it was 
likewife to be. hopM, that thofe who had hitherto on^ 
ly an.Eyc to their own private lotereft, u«oiild hence-, 
forward believe, as they were all Members of the 
fame -Body, th?.:; iiothing would in th<? End turn fo 
much to th^ir real Account, .as. ccttifulting the Inte- 
reft of otl^r Peirfons, ^% w^ll as riieir own. 
. Mr. Pitfal began now to be Xf^xi^ ch/earful, and his 
country Neighbour was no Icfs encouragM to f^ himi ; 
fo f he jogM hiop^ on the Arm, and drank to his good 
Succefs, telling him, Thathe^op'd to i^p M^le-HaH ^ 
new built in a ihorter'Tiine than h:e thought for; and 
after the Glafs had gone round, atul that I was ^ 
ing to take my Leave of him^ I defir*d jrim to be of 
good Courage, to wait with Patience, and not to b^ , 
troubled or anxious about his Intcreft in the Publickj 
(ince, as the Qendenun had obferv'd, the abiell and. 
greateft Men in the. Nation were concerned in |t as 
, well as he, and that therefore there would be fuffi-, 
cient Care taken of it ; and as he was to go dortly 
into the Country^ I put hifl[i in Remembrance pf the 
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Advice I had already given him, to keep himfclf al- 
ways cmploy'd V' ibmo ufeful Bufinefs.or another, 
and, at proper times,, faid be might alfo driuk a 
Glafs, in Moderation, with his Friends, which would 
not only be the likelieft Means to recover him, bdt 
alfo to preferve him in a perfeA State, of Health, as 
the Intervals of Bulinefs and Company would keep 
oft' all melancholy Refiexions. - . .
